The  plain titf  se- 
onred  a  writ  of  fieii  facias  ox^  the 
jtidfpDMint  bnt  the  Sheriff  reported 
no  property  found  to  satisty  the 
judgment  Then  the  plaintiff  asked 
for  a  wnt  of  capias  ab  satisfacien- 
dam  against  the  defendant  and  in 
tMtWtr  to  this  writ  the  defm^ant  was 
either  compelled  to  pay  the  judgment, 
appeal  and  "give  bond  to  cover  the 
judgment,  or  if  he  did  neither,  go  U> 
jaiL  Mr.  Tanner  cho.se  the  latter

Rome,  Dec.  29.  —  Tho 
Inces  of  Cosensa,  Catttnsarb  aad^  j 
glo  Dl  Oalabrla.  comprising  the 

partment  of  Calabria,  whiclj  f^rnl3 
the  southwestern  extremity  of  Itaii, 
of  "the  toe  of  the  boot."  were  devas^ 
tated  by  an  earthquake,  the  farreacb-l 
i^g  effects  of  which  were  fe'.t  almost 
throughout  tte  entire  eonatry.  The 
town  of  Messi.na,  In  Sicily,  was  par- 
tially destroyed,  and  C_tania  was  in- 
undated. In  Messina  hvndreds  oi 
houses  have  fallen  and  many  porsons 
have  been  killed.  Oaring,  however  to 
the  fact  that  telegraphic  and-  telo> 
phonic  cpmmunicatlons  were  almOi^t 
completely  destroyed,  it  is  imposoiblo 
to  obtain  even  an  ap.proximate  Idea 
Of  tht'  vast  damage  done. 

The  fate  of  entire  re.^lons  within 
the  zone  of  the  earthquake  is  un« 
known,  but  reports  received  here  up 
to  a  late  hour  indicate  that  the  havoc 
has  been  gremt  and  the  destmotloii 
to  life  and  pn^rty  more  terrlbl* 
than  Italy  has  experieneod  in  nuay 
years.  .  Tho  nnoartaiaty  of  the  sit«»> 
tloik'for  many  tliousands  has  flllod  all 
Italians  with  the  deepest  u. stress,  for 
they  still  have  bear  that  the  day  may 
come  when  that  part  of  the  country, 
which  seems  to  have  been  most 
blessed  by  nature,  will  be  destroyed 
by  the  blind  forces  of  that  same  na« 
ture,  which  nearly  nineteen  centuries 
ago  overwh^med  Pompeii  and  Heron* 
laneum. 

Air  reports  show  that  tho  preesal 
catai^trophe  embraces  a  larger  aroa 
thatt  the  earth«utko  la  1905.  Tho 
tidil  wave  wUeh  fonowed  the  oartk 
shocks  oa  tho  oa^m  eoiat  of  «ie««y 
sunk  veosebi  and  iaundatea  the  lower 
pari  of  Catania.

MEANING  OF  GOOD  CORN. 


Much  Depends  Upon  the  Selection  of 
the  Best  Seed. 

In  profitable  production  of  com  the 
Attvers  of  Minnesota  sectiobs  are 
luveiy  concerned.  A  maximum  yield 
mmaa  much,  especially  when  it  is  the 
#Mt  ib«r  bushels  that  makes  the  «reat- 
pvofit  It  takes  abont  all  of  the 
•PBimge  yMd  to  pay  the  cost  of  rais- 
tec  the  crop.  The  total  coBt  of  grow- 
tmg  and  harvesting  an  acre  of  com 
Is  between  |10  and  It  therefore 

ordinarily  takes  from  20  to  40,  or  40 
bushels  at  the  average  price  to  COTer 
the  cost  of  production. 

The  yield  of  corn  depends,  first. 
«pon  the  fertility  of  the  soil;  second, 
method  of  tillage  and  cultivation; 
third,  character  of  seed  corn;  fourthl 
veather  conditions.

No  two  shrabs  or  varieties  of  shrubs 
should  be  pruned  in  the  same  man- 
ner. Ohe  important  .object  in  prun-. 
Ing  Is  to  keep  down  the  growth  of 

superfluous  wood.  Another  is  to  keep 
the  shrub  in  such  a  shape  that  it  will 
be  attractive.  In  old  times  it  was 
thought  that  pruning  should  be  in 
the  direction  of  the  artificial,  and 
shrubs  of  all  varieties  were  trimmed 
in  the  same  general  manner..  The  re- 
sult was  a  mass  of  shrubs  all  trimmed 
in  about  the  same  general  manner. 
The  artificial  effect  was  not  in  ac- 
cordance with  what  is  now  conrtdered 
good  taste  in  landscape  gardening, 
and  the  nhtui^  tendency  -  of  the 
shrubs  is  now  considered.  E*very 
shrub  has  its  own  habit  of  growth, 
and  this  should  be  encouraged.  It  Is 
not  desirable  to  have  one  variety  of 
shrubs  look  like  and  her  variety  of 
entirely  different  nature  of  growth, 
"jfcrubs  should  be  pruned  a  little  each' 
year  rather  than  a  great  deal  in  an> 
one  year.  The  cutting  off  of  com 
paratively  large  branches  is  as  detri- 
mental to  a  ikntb  m  the  catting  off 
of  a  big  Umh  is  to  a  tree.  .  The  prun- 
ing should  be  so  given  that  the  idirub 
will  become  more  graceful  from  yeai 
to  year.  This  means  taste  on  the 
put  of  the  pruner.  This  is  )a  limi 
tation  that  cannot  be  escaped.  If  the 
pruner  has  not  that  indefinite  thing 
we  call  good  taste,  his  pruning  wori' 
will  not  be  good,  but  for  this  fauli 
there  is  no  remedy,  imless  it  be  the 
securing  of  a  pruner  that  has  taste.

Hew  to 


■  Manage  When  the,  ,Appjes 
Have  Been  Steiredb 


After  the  apples  are  in  the  cellar,, 
that  place  should  be  kept  as  cold  as  it 
is  possible  to  keep  it  without  reducing 
the  temperature  below  the  freez- 
ing point.  With  a  little  care  the  win 
dows  of  the  cellar  can  be  so  adjusted 
as  to  let  the  cold  air  pour  in  during 
all  the  night  and  then  shut  the  cellar 
and  keep  in  the  air  during  the  day. 

Even  if  the  temperature  outside  of 
the  cellar  is  below  freezing,  .the  ad 
Juftment  of  the  cellar  windows  can  be 
such  tlu^^  the  volume  of  iifflowlng 
cold  air  can  be  only  oiou^  to  keep 
down  the  ge^ieral  temperature  to  be^ 
low  40  degrees.  This  is  low  enough 
for  several  varieties  of  Apples.  In 
fact,  a  few  quite  soft  varieties  seem 
to  keep  better  near  40  than  near  30, 
though  the  data  on  this  polnt>aro  not 
yet  extensive. 

Tile  barrels  in  which  the  apples  are 
Alf  red  should  be  headed  and  kept  in 
a  dry  part  of  the  cellar.  Many  farm- 
ers leave  their  barrels  of  apples  un- 
beaoed,  with  the  result  that  the  air 
is  constantly  drawing  the  moisture 
out  of  the  apples.  This  is  now 'recog- 
nised M  detrimental  to  the  long  keep- 
ing of  the  apples^

Fertilize  Liberally. 

Orchards  shouM  be  T^IIised  liber- 
ally in  order  to  koop  irp  the  fertility  of 
the  sol].  Mineral  as  well  as  vegetable 
fertilization  is  necessary  because  a 
crop  of  apples  removes  much  more 
potash  from  the  soil  than  does  wheat. 
It.  requires  large  quantities  of  both 
vegetable  an*  mineral  matters  to  pro- 
duce trees.  Unleached  wood  ashefe  are 
excellent  and  if  potash  is  used  in  the 
muriate  form  fron\  200  to  300  pounds, 
to  the  acre  should  be  sowh  bro|tdcast 
among  tha  treeC  .

Get 
a  strong  chain,  the  stronger  the  bet- 
ler.  Attach  a  good  yoke  of  cattle  to 
the  small  end  of  the  lever  and  draw 
it  to  the  stump.  Pass  your  big  chain 
around  a  large  root  and  the  lever  at 
the  same  time  about  three  feet  from 
the  biitt.  ^FftBten  the  jbhfdn .  tightly 
and  start  the  Jteata,  driving  In  a  cir- 
cle. See  how  easily  the  stump  will; 
twist  out.  A  small  stump  will  come 
out  whole,  buf  large  ones  wiTl  usually 
split  in  two  or  three  pieces.  The8<i 
can  be  piled  and  burned '  aft^  dry- 
ing a  short  ti^e.

amazing  degree  in  the  percentage  of 
improved  road  mileage  and  in  the 
jealous  care  with  which  their  splendid 
bil^ways  ars  mamteined. 

Among  tlio  many  thin^r^  wliich  es- 
pecially impressed  Mr.  Page  during 
tilis  European  trip  were  the  methods 
for  regulating  automobile  traffic  in 
France  and  En^and;  the  belief  of  a

Credit  miast  go  to  Mr.  Page  for  the 
proposed  erection  of  a  memorial  to 
M.  Tresauget,  tlie  great  French  high- 
way engineer  who  was  the  originator 
of  the  modem  French  system  of  road 
maintenance,  and  who  began  tfaf* 
building  of  the  incomparaUe  system 
of  highways  that  has  made  France 
famous  as  a  road-building  Natioi). 
The  resolution  to  that  effect  was  in- 
troduced by  Mr.  Page  and  unani- 
tnoosly  adopted  the  Secretary  Gener- 
al being  empowered  to  receive  eon- 
tributions  with  wliicli  to  carry  out  its 
firovisions. 

Plans  For  Visitors. 

Asked  wiiat  plans  France  had 
juade  for  the  visitors,  Mr.  Page  said 
tiiat  he  had  been  amazed  at  the  man- 
ner in  which  the  Republic  had  {ban- 
ned for  the  comfort  and  the  enter- 
tainment of  the  delegates. 

Among  the  functions  was  an  elab- 
orate reception  at  the  Elysee  Palace 
where  the  National  delegates  were  re- 
ceived by  President  Fallarieres.  The 
sessions  of  the  Congress  were  held 
in  a  vast  auditorium  at  the  Sorbonne; 
the  various  sections  meeting  in  rooms 
espeeially  furnished  for  their  com- 
fort and  convenience  at  the  Salles  du 
,Jeu  de  Paume  in  a  corner  of  the 
I^INUitifal  garden  of  tiie  Tuileries. 

OfRcial  Reception. 

Besides  the  official  .  reception  at 
I^jsee  Palace,  thVre  was  a  special- 
theatrical  entertainment  given  at 
which  a  famous  French  actress  recit- 
ed a  poem  specially  written  for  the 
occasion ;  a  reception  at  the  palace 
of  the  Minister  of  Public  Works;  an- 
other at  the  magnificent  Hotel  de 
Ville;  side  excursions  to  Fontainbleu 
and  Nice:  and  a  luncheon  at  the 
beautiful  Palace  at  Versailles. 

This  latter  function  was  of  espec 
ial  interest  to  many  Americans  be- 
cause of  the  historical  associations 
lingering  about  the  magnificent  pal- 
ace. The  luncheon  was  served  in 
tiiS'  supkerb  orange  ro<nn,  acd^^^dieii 
the  delc^tes,  to  the  number  olP  over 
750  had  t&ken^^seats,  the  fountains 
f onp  the  'freat  ^eeenitira  fmt^ 


ures  of  the  superb  apartments,  were 
set  playing,  a  tribute  by  Fraikee'to 
the  visitors,  for  it  is  only  on  rere  oc- 
casions that  the  water  is  toAied  into 

this  chain  of  basins. 

Hotet  de  Ville. 

At  the  reception  at  the  Hotel  de 

Ville  the  \'isitors  were  also  treated 
to  scenes  of  ^plendor  foreign  to 
American  ideas  ef  8in4>lic|ty.  A  reg- 
iment of  the  piibtnresqae  onifonned 

Chasseurs  of  the  French  army  were 
detailed  to  stand  at  attention,  one 
on  either  end  of  every  step  of  the 
grand  marble '  staircase  down  which 
the  delegates  passed;  and  thence  in 
double  rows  to  the  state  dining  rooms 
and  grand  salons.  Gratifying  and  im- 
pressive as  were  these  examples  of 
almost  royal  hos{Mtality,  the  chair- 
roan  of  the  American  delegation 
found  more  of  interest  in  the  perfec- 
tion of  the  system  of  road--  with 
which  the  Republic  is  provided,  and 
in  the  systematic  method  of  •main- 
taining them  to  the  highest  'degree 
of  efficiency.  He  Was  told  that  on 
the  magnitieent  road  leading  fiom 
Paris  to  Versailles  5,000  automobiles 
pass  either  way  on  each  fine  day,  but 
he  noted  that  it  was  in  ^uch  perfect 
condition  that  it  was  practically  as 
dustless  as  the  carefullv  swept  as- 
phalt street  of  a  large  cit^. 

.  ,  ^  Maeadam  Roads. 

No  better  macadam  roads  built 
in  France  than  can  b^  and  .are  built 
in  this  eotthtry  but  the  maia4aiMng  of 
these  roads  is  attended  to  with  the 
utmost  care,  and  for  that  reason  the 
highways  are  invariably  in  such 
splendid  condition  that  they  excite 
the  envy  of  Aioeneatf  'nsi^ors. 

Prior  If  Aiiival. 

Prior  to  his  arrival  at  Paris,  Mr. 
Page  «:pent  some  days  in  England  in 
the  company  of  some  of  the  famous 
highway  engineers  of  the  Empire,  ex- 
amining roads  throughout  Engtand. 
It  is  his  belief  that  England  has  ar- 
rived as  near  to  the  soliitioQ  of  dust- 
less  r«»ads — the  present  dav  problem 
of  all  highway  engineers — as  any  Na- 
tion. Her  engineers  have,  given  the 
use  of  bituminous  materials  for 
spraying  macadam  roads  the  utm6st 
thought  and  care.  Spraying  high- 
ways with  such  materials  after  sci- 
ence has  been  called  to  the  aid  of 
the  highway  builder,  haa^  a  tendency 
to  preserve  the  solidity  of  the  roads 
and  prevent  the  formation  of  dust; 
aud  England  has  made  such  prog- 
ress in  t)iis  branch  of  road  study 
that  many  miles  of  suburban  roads 
are  as  free  from  the  disease-breed- 
ing dust  nuisance  as  tlie  best  kept 
streets  of  the  principal  cities  of  the 
world. 

So  firm  are  the  highway  scientists 
in  the  demand  that  these  conditions 
not  merely  maintain  but  impiove,  that 
the  first  fight  against  the  horse  has 
been  takm  up  by  the  emtomobiibts. 
Came  Into  Use. 

When  the  motor  car  began  to  come 
into  use,  the  teaming  interests  of-  the 
world  weer  strcuig.  Th^  berated  the 
automobile    in    dnmeasUred  terms; 

said  that  it  vva>  a  menace  to  the  pub- 
lic and  to  the  horse;  that  it  endan- 
gered life  aad'SBulDjIn  fact  advanced 
every  argument  against  it  that  from 
time  immemorial  has  been  advanced 
againut  the  advent  of  every  great  in- 
vention or  civiUzing  influence. 

'  Early  Days  of  RopubHc. 

In  the  eaily  days  of  the  American 
Kepublic,  the  pack-saddle  men  fought 
bitterly  i^^ainsi  the  advent  of  the  wa- 
gon. They  declared  it  would  Blake 
p(j*tsible  the  carrying  of  heavier  loads 
and  the  consequent  I'uinirig  of  the 
pack-saddle  industry;  the  wagon  men 
fought  the  stage  coach  on  tiie  the- 
ory that  it  would  facilitate  traffic 
and  throw  wagon  men  out  of  work; 
the  stage  coach  men  baitled  against 
the  railroads  on  the  theory  that  the 
running  of  street  cars  would  drive 
out  the  stage  coach  driver;  and  each 
in  turn  was  forced  to  make  way. 

Horti  Car  vs.  Trtfley. 

The  fight  of  the  horse  car  metj 
against  the  trolley  car  ik  remembered 
by  all.  The  claim  was  then  ma<le 
that  2,000,000  horses  would  be 
thrown  out  of  work  and  that  horse 
breeders  would  starve.  Tlio  trolley 
is  well-nigh  universal,  and  yet  more 
horses  aie  raised  each  year  than  the 
year  before  and  they  bring  better 
prices. 

The  horse  interests  have  ever 
fougbt  the  automobile.  There  have 
been  thousands  of  columns  of  argu- 
ment published  against  it,  and  shprt- 
sig^ted  men  have  advoeated  stn^ 
heavy  taxation  against  it,  tibat  a 
great  and  an  ever  growing  iadnstry 
woM.  hare  been  iftMUly  bftiapertidt, 


had  half  tbe  luiwise  legislation  plan- 
ned been'  put  into  execution,  • ;  \ 
Highway  Experts. 

Now^Jiighway  experts  aided  by  the 
motor  car  Interests  and  by  a  power- 
ful association  of  Lopdai  an^  its  [u„jte,i  states  Reclamation  iirvice 


suburbs  have  turned  Hke  the  .trod 
den  worm  and  started  an  atfaek  on 

the  horse.  j 
The  claim  they  advance  is  that  the 
polluting  of  aJU  public  thoroughfares 
is  done  not  by  automobilists  but  by 
horses;  that  if  no  horses  were  al- 
lowed to  drop  organic  matter  on  pub- 
lic thoroughfares,  the  dust  nuisance 
would.  jjHKoi^.jM  naught  but  aa  on- 
pleasant  memory.  They  advance  tie 
logical  statement  that  the  nuisance 
created  by  hundreds  of  thousands  of 
horses  is  detrimental  to  public  health 
and  a  menace  to  the  pavements,  and 
they  charge  that  the  continual  clean- 
sing of  the  streets  because  of  this 
traffic  imposes  a  vast  and  an  unjust 
tax  upon  the  citizens. 

Source  of  Gratification. 

It  was  a  source  of  great  gratifica- 
tion to  the  American  chairman  to  be 
frankly  told  in  both  Fran^  and  En- 
gland that  this  Nation  has  stepped 
ahead  of  both  those  Nations  in  the 
testing  of  materials  for  building  ma- 
cadam roads.  Various  experiments 
conducted  by  the  Offiae  of.  Public 
Roads 'have  developed  the  fact  that  it 
is  p(»ssible  in  road  building  to  obtain 
a  better  bonded  surface  by  mixing 
rocks,  such  as  limestone,  with  sili- 
cious  rocks,  such  as  granite  or  sand- 
stone. 

Adopts  Discovery. 

That  discovery — embodied  in  pub- 
lications sent  out  through  the  United 
States  Department  of  Agriculture — 
hud  been  adopted  by  some  of  the 
British  highway  enLriiicei-?.,  and  while 
in  England  Mr.  Page  was  driven  over 
a  number  of  stretdhe^'  of  splendid 
highway  built  bv  the  blending  of  such 
material,  and  was  commended  by 
those  who  built  them. 

In  conjunction  with  that  phase  of 
highway  construction,  llir«  Page  was 
asked  if  it  would  be  possible  for  his 
otiice  to  receive  about  300  samples 
of  the  characteristic  road  building 
rocks  of  Great  Britian  and  make  lab- 
oratory tests  of  them. 

OfMal  Invitation. 

It  was  spe^cally  stated  in  the  of- 
ficial invit&tion  sent  from  France 
many  months  ago  that  the  Congress 
at  Paris  was  called  for  tllfe  purpose 
of  discussing  the  effect  of  autt»mobile 
traffic  upon  {^blic  highways  and  if 
deemed  detrimeatid  to.  devise  means 
of  overcomi^  the  effect  Asked 
what  conclusiofi  was  reached  by  the 
Congress,  Mr.  Page  saiil  that  auto-< 
mobile  traffic  and  its  effect  was  very 
thoroug^y  discadaed  and  that<^aany 
brilliant  papers  were  preseote4t  ev- 
ery phase  of  the  question  being  treat- 
ed of.  As  it  was  impossible  to  arrive 
at  a  luianimous  conclusion,  ^e  ques- 
tion of  damage  done  was  |eft  for  a 
later  determination.  It  was  the  eon- 
sen  sns  of  opinion,  however,  that  au- 
tomobiles driven  at  ord^iary  rates 
w  speed  are  not  especially  haimful 
to  good  hi^waydl 

Especially  Impressed. 

Mr.  Page  was  especially  impressed 
by  the  laws  regulaiting  automobile 
traffic'  in  practically  all  portions  of 
France  and  Englatfd.    Unlike  the 

laws  prevailing  in  nearly  every  sec- 
lion  of  this  country,  the  motor  car 
restrictions  of  those  countries  are 
framed  for  the  purpose  oi  stof^ping 
reckless  driving  and  the  officers  re- 
s|)onsible  for  their  enforcement  are 
not  restricted  as  are  American  offi- 
eials.  No  speed  limit  provisions  are 
incorporated  in  the  laws  of  France 
or  England.  If  in  the  judgment  of 
an  oflicer.  a  niotoi-  (rar  drivei'  is  reek- 
less  even  if  proceeding  at  less  than 
eight  miles  Jta  hour,  he  is  subject  to 
arrest.  If  on  the  other  hand  he  is 
proceeding  at  express  speed  on  a 
brand  new  thoroughfare,  free  from 
other  tralfic,  aud  is  not  endangering 
the  lives  or  the  property  of  others, 
he  is  well  within  his  rights  and  may 
not  be  interfered  with.

LAS  VEOA^t  Hew Hezico,  Dec.  30. 
— the  first  crop  season,  after  the 
opening  of  the  Carlsbad  project  in 
Southeastern  New  Mexico,  built  by 
U.  S.  Reclamation  Service,  closes 
with  a  most  excellent  showing  to  the 
men  who  have  worked  intelligently, 
and  taken  advantage  of  the  natural 
conditions  existing  in  this  part  of  the 
Territory.  The  day  of  the  pioneer 
is  over.  He  is  never  a  developer  in 
the  true  ^nse  of  the  word.  He  has 
courage  to  settle  on  land  be  it  ever 
so  uninviting,  clear  it,  and  bring  it 
into  a  semblance  of  cultivation.  He 
gets  but  small  returns  as  he.  lacks 
the  skill  to  compel  the  soil  to  return 
bountifully.  When'  the  land  is' clear- 
ed, his  work  is  done;  lie  passes  on. 
and  his  place  is  taken  by  the  farmer 
proper,  who  knows  little  about  re- 
claiming virgin  land  and  never  at- 
tempts pioneer  work.  When  the 
rough  edges  of  a  new  countiy  have 
been  taken  olf.  he  steps  in  and  begins 
the  real  development.  The  Carlsbad 
project  is  now  entering  upon  its  real 
agricultural  development.  The  pion- 
eer has  finished  his  work.  An  illus- 
tration or  two  will  make  this  clear. 

Came  From  Ml^ieiiri. 

In  the  tall  of  1900,  Wm.  E.  Ball 
came  from  IMissouri  aud  bought  a 
tract  of  land  adjoining  Loving.  Ir- 
rigation was  new  to  him.  The  cli- 
matic conditions  were  strange.  The 
I  soil  was  not  like  hi>  old  Missouri 
jsoih  The  first  year  Mr.  Ball  floun- 
dered around,  following  Uiis  man^s 
advice,  and  disregarding  some  other 
man's  advice.  His  first  season's 
work  was  apj>arently  a  failure,  and 
if  any  man  had  reason  to  be  dissat-  ! 
isfled  with  the  coantry  he  had.  But 
all  this  time  he  had  Jetpt  his  eye  open. 
He  had  learned  by  Ms  own  mistakes, 
and  by  the  mistakes  of  his  neigh- 
bors. At  the  end  of  the  first  year 
he  had  solved  the  puisle  and  began 
to  farm  skillfully  and  profitably. 

lie  planted  about  fifty  acres  of  al- 
falfa. He  plowed  his  ground,  har- 
rowed it,  disked  it,  harrowed  it  again, 
leveled  it,  in  short  went  over  his 
Ian  da  dozen  times  or  more  before 
it  was  ready  to  plant.  He  planted 
and  the  results  were  a  surprise  to 
his  neighbors,  who  had  always 
claimed  that  alfalfa  would  never 
grow  in  that  locality.  At  the  end  of 
his  second  season,  Mr.  Ball  has  tak- 
en in  enough  money  to  cover  his 
original  investment,  and  the  cost  of 
every  impiovement  that  has  been 
made  on  the  place,  including  a  large 
residence,  sheds,  deep  well,  grainary, 
etc.  He  has  a  place  that  attracts 
the  attention  of  the  pas.ser-by,  and  is 
today  worth  over  .$100  an  acre,  the 
original  priofe  paid  being  $16  an  acf-e. 
Mr.  Ball  has  planted  m9re  alfalfa 
this  year,  and  is  otherwise  improv- 
ing his  plaee.  being  satisfied  that  the 
Carlsbad  project  is  a  good  place  to 
live  and  make  a  living. 

Other  New  Settlers. 
There  are  bflier  new  settlers  that 

ha-ve  d(»ne  ecuially  as  well.  To  the 
old  timer,  the  man  who  has  worried 
along  for  twenty  years  trying  to 
make  a  living  out  of  this  same  land, 
shakes  his  head  and  says  it  is' beyond 
his  understanding  how  these  things 
can  be. 

Anoth'er  illustration  may  be  given 
in  a  different  line.  .  In  this  case  only 
fifteen  acres  are  involved.  It  was 
not  an  attractive  piece  of  land,  but 
the  new  owner  went  at  it  with  intelli- 
gence and  skill,  and  in  a  few  months 
the  fifteen  acres  Were  beautiful  to 
look  atr  In*  three  years  it  has  come 
to  be  a  fine  orchaid,  where  once  the 
me.squite  hrusli  and  the  cactus  ruled 
unhampered.  In  two  more  years  this 
orchard  will  be  turning  off,  fruit  at 
the  rate  of  $500  an  acre. 

These  two  examples  illustrate  what 
can  be  done  by  intelligent  work  in 
this  climate  with  this  soil  and  ample 
water  supply,  and  indicate  tbe  char- 
acter of  the  report»>  whieh  sae  re- 
ceived by  the  Sta'^istician  of  tMe  U. 
S.  lieclamatiou  Serv^g^  Washington, 
D.  C.

Sometimes  the 
cock's  basket  is  woven  for  the  pur- 
pose, oftener  it  is  made  from  a  som- 
brero, the  wide,  high-crowned,  straw 
hat  of  tbe  country,  into  whicdi  the 
bird  is  pnt,  a  hole  cut  ia  the  erown 
to  give  bim  «ir,  ahd  the'  iSrim  care- 
fully^ tied,  down  that  he  may  not  es- 
cape. The  bull  fight  has  been  called 
the  national  sport  of  Mexico,  but 
cook-fighting  is  mneh  more  i^versal  -, 
for  the  humblest  peamnt  may  'have 
his  gamecock,  which  he  keeps  in  a 
carefully  made  cage  in  his  patio, 
watches  with  pride,  and  tends  with 
care. 

One  of  the  strangest  uses  to  wh}ch 
a  basket  has'  probably  ever  been  put 
was  the  daily  appearances  in  the 

streets  of  a  young  man  canning  in 
a  huge  bushel  basket  on  his  shoulder^- 
his  firreat  grandmother — of  unknown 
age,  who  held  out  a  skinny,  hand  to 
the  passerby  for  the  eentavo  which 
was  almost  unfailingly  given.  Sure- 
ly a  trust  in  Providence  could  go  nc 
further.7— Outing  Magazine.

The  or- 
ganization on  December  1,  of  the  Na- 
tional Forests  into  six  Distriots,  each 
in  charge  of  a  local  force  under  a 
District  Forester,  is  something  w# 
hare  been  working  towards  for  a  Vm^ 
time.  That  we  have  not  done  it 
sooner,  is  because  we  did  not  have 
a  sufficient  number  of  trained  mea 
to  equip  the  Districts. 

District  Organization. 

"The  District  organization  will 
mean  a  much  freer  use  of  the  N*». 
tiooal  Forests  by  the  people,  becausa 
there  will  not  be  the  delay  inevit- 
able so  long  as  National  Forest  bus- 
iness is  handled  from  Wasliingtcm. 
It  is  also  ging  to  mean  that  there  intt 
alvaja  be  offieera  with  the  power  «• 
make  deeirioiis,  near  the  ground,  wbe> 
can  look  into  the  facts  for  themsel- 
ves, wherever  necessary,  without  hav- 
ing to  decide  theoi  at  long  range.  I 
beleive  every  man  who  uses  the  Na- 
tiopal  Forests  win  realize  lOum 
tbinga  inside  of  six  months. 

Procedure  Settled. 

It  is  furobabl^  that  there  have  ner- ' 

er  been  new  Government  offices  start- 
ed with  then-  procednre  so  fully  anil 
definitely  outlined  as  that  for  the  ri^ 
district  offices  of  the  Forest  Serviee 
in  the  West  It  has  been  possible 
to  start  all  the  offices  well  e(|nipp€d 
with  men  with  both  the  training  and 
experience  to  take  up  the  woric.  A 
large  proportion  of  them  are  men- 
who  have  formerly  been  in  charge  of 
National  Forests  and  who  have  pro- 
moted to  higher  positions  as  the  di- 
rect result  of  their  eflSciency.  All 
the  District  ofilcers  are  familiar  witjb 
Western  conditions;  many  of  them 
were  born  in  the  West  and  li\ cil  there 
before  and  after  they  entered  the 
Government  Forest  work.

NATIOIIAL  RESOURCES. 


The  question  of  the  conservation 

of  our  national  resources  is  probably 
the  most  important  one  before  this 
eonntry  today.  For  decades,  a  few 
^-sighted  iDMi  hAve  been  sonndihg 
the  danger  sifjnal  but  seemingly  in 
vain.  It  is  oi^y  within  the  last  few 
years  that  aity  public  interest  has 
been  aroused. 

But  now  the  Amei-ican  people  seem 
to  have  taken  hold  of  the  subject  in 
Murnest  The  new^pers  are  filled 
with  articles  upon  the  wanton  de- 
stmction  of  our  forests;  the  dam- 
ages of  forest  fires  are  beginning  to 
be  guarded  against;  the  value  of  the 
unused  water  power  of  the  United 
States  is  being  figured  on.  In  short, 
we  W  finally  taking  stock  of  ^hat 
we  have. 

Jfor  many  years  the  £^eat  for6stS 
<tf  ^rman$'  and  other  European 
eoD^tries  have  been  protected  from 
unskillful  cutting.  But  other  na- 
tions have  not  been  so  wise.  The 
•ndiorities  tell  ns  of  the  entire 
change  of  the  soil  and  climate  of 
Korthem  China  because  of  denuding 
fliat  territory  of  trees. 

President  Roosevelt  has  made  one 
more  step  in  advance  on  this  ques- 
tion. After  having  held  the  great 
meeting  iA  last  Ifay  of  the  Govern- 
ors of  the  several  States,  and  the 
re^nt  C^^|;ress  in  Washington,  he 
lut[|^z4)P^,'^^^6cl  the  governments  of 
C«fM4j|-^d  of  Mexieo  to  join  nith 
the 'United 'States  in  the  movement.

ours  at  the  White  House  on  Feb- 
rnai^lS  next.  •

By  sending  the  money  away  from 
borne  the  person  who  patronizes  the 
mail  order  house  impoverishes  his  local 
merchant,,  prereots  liis  local  merchant 
tcom  bringing  on  well  assorted  atock» 
at  large  stocks  of  merchandise,  pre- 
vents the  local  merchant  from  employ- 
ing more  lielp,  which  usually  comes 
from  the  ranks  of  his  patrons;  pre- 
vents his  local  merchant  from  assisting 
worthy  loeal  enterprises,  either  the 
Chorch,  lodge,  factory  or  political 
movement,  (hat  are  nearijr  always  for 
the  benefit  W  his  coAimonity,  says 
ITp  to  Data  ^ffarming,  pnblished  from 
Indianapolia.  The  paper  continoes 
.with  this  strong  argtimoat  for  home 
trading: 

It  jircvoTits  tho  grrowth  of  popula- 
tion in  the  couuiuiiiity  in  which  the 
patrons  of  the  mail  unlcr  houses  live 
and  in  that  way  redui-es  the  value  of 
land  in  whieh  the  farmer  in  particular 
Is  interested.  The  greater  number  of 
people  in  the  commuuitj-  tlM  better 
should  be  the  price  of  land. 

By  piLtronizing  the  mail  wder  booses 
tbe  person  patrohisiBg  such  booses  is 
oftaa  d^Hved  of  tlie  pffrUege  of  bay- 
ing saany  articles  that  be  needs  Im- 
mediate tlmt  would  be  of  groat  ben- 
efit to  him  and  whose  cost  could  prob> 
ably  be  saved  many  times  over  if  he 
could  l»ut  Ik'  suii])lied  at  once. 

By  refusiii'r  ami  falling  to  l)uy  from 
his  ]<)  al  dealer  he  lo.^es  the  opportuni- 
ty of  buying  goods  which  he  actually 
needs  and  which  by  conijiarison  he 
could  pick  out  as  the  best  and  the 
cbeapoot. 

It  Is  a  well  known  fact  tbai  mail 
order  bouses  get  the  most  of  tbeir 
business  based  on  low  pricod  goods, 
and  when  a  low  price  Is  named  In- 
rarial^y  low  class  goods  are  fumlsbed. 

It  is  also  a  well  known  fttct  that 
mall  order  houses  buy  seconds  and 
goods  of  low  quality.  As  a  rule,  of 
course,  they  keep  some  standard  poods 
that  they  offer  at  less  than  legitimate 
profit,  which  blinds  the  mail  order 
house  customer  and  makes  him  believe 
that  everything  the  mail  order  house 
offers  is  good  quality  and  low  in  price, 
Wlilch,  of  course,  M^not  true. 

It  behooves  evmy  person,  whether 
he  be  farmer,  mechanic,  proftesslon^l 
man  or  capitalist,  to  bay  evorythlng 
that  be  needs  ttom  his  local  merchant 
when  It  Is  possible  to  do  It-to  do 
■•vwTthlng  that  be  can  to  encourage 
the  local  dealer  and  local  mannf actur- 
^n.  The  sympathy  of  your  own  peo- 
ple is  a  thing  much  to  be  dealred  and 
very  much  needed. 

It  is  a  fact  and  can  be  proved  that 
many  former  successful  merchants  in 
communities  that  were  prosperous  pre- 
vious to  the  advent  of  the  mall  order 
houses  have  been  bankrupted  and  re- 
duced to  poverty,  and  the  people  in 
such  communities  can  get  only  the 
bare  necessities  and  have  to  make  fre- 
quent trips  to  nearby  towns  in  order 
to  make  sdactlons  that  they  formerly 
.^oqM  obtain  at  home  fh>m  th^  local 
mifrhantfc

their  local  merchants  always  and  never 
to  let  the  small  difference  in  price  on  a 
few  articles  stand  In  the  way  oC  pat-

I»  It  consistent  to  undertake  to  fight 
the  trust  with  one  hand,  the  trusts  that 
have  reduced  the  price  of  labor  and 
farm  products  to  such  an  extent  that 
your  calling  is  the  po<»est  paid  in  the 
land,  and  help  form  anpther  trust  with 
Hm  other  hand  be^oae  ttese  trusts 
w  willing  to  sell  to  yain  In  soiAe  In- 
stances at  a  price  allghtly  lowm*  than 
your  local  merchant  can  sell  the  goods 
to  you  for  and  get  a  living  profit? 

You  will  find  that  your  home  mer- 
chant will  sell  you  the  same  quality  of 
goods  just  as  cheap  if  you  pay  him 
cash  and  tlie  freight,  and  you  get  the 
goods  without  waiting  ftom  two  to 
three  weeks  for  them.

MILK  iOtTl.E  ICE  BOX. 


It  DoesnH  CoM  Muati,  But  It  Does  the 
Businois. 

At  a  cost  of  from  25  to  50  cents 
anyone  can  make  one  of  these  milk 
bottle  ice  boxes.  Any  ordinary  wood- 
en box  about  \?>  by  18  inches,  with  a 
depth  of  12  inches,  can  be  obtained 
from  your  grocer.  In  the  bottom  of 
this  box  place  plenty  of  sawdust,  and 
on  this  set  a  tin  pail  or  can  that  is 
fAgjii.  indies  In  diameter   and  bigh 


Keeps  Milk  Cool  and  Sweet. 

enough  to  take  in  a  quart  bottle  of 
milk.  The  pail  must  rest  on  sawdust, 
and  not  on  the  bottom  of  the  box. 
Place  a  cylinder  of  tin  around  the  pail 
which  is  a  little  larger  than  the  pall, 
and  pack  sawdust  about  the  cylinder, 
filing  the  apae«  ML  up  to  tM  level  of 
the  top  of  tk^  paiL  Fasten  wltb  nails 
or  tocks  about  60  layers  of  newspapers 
to  the  under  side  of  the  box  cover. 
The  milk  bottle  Is  set  In  the  pail  and 
broken  Ice  packed  about  it.  An  ice 
box  of  this  description,  says  Popular 
Mechanics,  will  hold-  two  quart  bot- 
tles of  milk.  It  will  take  about  two 
centfi  a  day  to  operate  this  cooling 
derteeu  -  ' 


Tomporary  Park  Planting. 

It  is  often  advisable  In  park  plant- 
ing to  set  out  a  secondary  set  of  trees 
for  immediate  effect,  these  to  be  cut 
out  later.  For  this  purpose  nothing 
surpasses  the  eucalyptus,  for  if  well 
watered  the  first  year  the  trees  will 
provide  for  the  second  summer  shade 
sufBclent  for  picnics  and  like  gather- 
ings. In  the  third  year  they  .  have 
formed  a  young  fofest,  pvorWng  shel- 
ter sufficient  for  any  purpose,  besides 
giving  a  decided  paric-Uke  effect  to  the 
tract.  Net  later  than  the  fifth  year 
they  should  In  part  be  removed,  and, 
this  policy  continued  with,  by  the 
tenth  year  not  one  should  be  left.  If 
the  fundamental  planting  has  been 
skillfully  done  a  single  decade  of 
growth  should  give  some  good  shade 
and  permanent  landscape  effects. 
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Novel  Tree .  Prooarvation. 

A  subtertanean  tree  may  be  seen  in 
front   of  the   Elmhurst  grounds  In 

Kansas  City.  It  Is  a  giant  elm  that 
grew  in  the  primeval  forest  before 
Kansas  City  arrived.  When  the  street 
was  graded  and  a  fill  of  six  or  eight 
feet  made  on  the  ad.iolning  property 
It  was  decided  to  save  tins  fine  old 
forest  tree.  Therefore  an  nreaway  of 
brick  was  built  around  it  and  an  Iron 
grating  Inserted  at  tbe  top.  So  the  old 
Inee  stUI  stands  at  its  forme;  level,  but 
apild  entirely  different  surroundings 
fnoip  the  days  when  tbe  forest  was 
BnMDken.
